Left  undisturbed , they  become  large 
clumps, which  will  carry  sometimes  fifty  of  the  large  globe  shaped 
yellow  flowers. The  colors  vary  from  the  palest  canary  yellow, to  deep 
orsnge/They  are  especially  fine  if  planted  back:  of  Anchusa  myosotid- 
iflora,or  other  low  growing  blue  flowering, -May  bloomer.

A  number  of  plants , suitable  for  the  Rockery, either  should  be  put 
out  at  this  time, or  else  may  be  had  to  give  immediate  foliage  effect. 
Because  of  the  nature  of  most  of  those  which  are  of  the  latter  sort, 
they  will  stand  transplanting  at  any  time, and  in  the  case  of  many, we 
have  grown  them  in  pots, before  planting  in  the  fields, so  that  there  is 
a  compact  ball  of  roots, as  well.
